qaalify for the Indian Civil Service, although he 
passed the Consular Service examination with 
great ease. During his term as a student at 
Peking—where, if we mistake not, he was 
associated with Mr. F. H, May, oor Captaia 
Superintendent of Pollce-—he got a sound foundas 

lon in Chinese, and by study aud hard work at 
the various consulates in which he was engaged 
he acquired « thorough business acquaintance 
with the language. Mr. Filz-Gibbon was 
spectally selected by Mz. O'Conor, the British 
Minister at Peking, for the Important post of 
acting consul at Holbow, his Excellency doubtless 
remembering the conspicuous ability displayed 
by the bright Irish student fn tha’ old days. 
Soclally poor * Fitz " was a pronounced success, 
and In every'treaty port in Chica where he was 
statfoned bis popularity was universal and 
‘thoroughly deserved. By the Chinese In Peking 
he was generally known a3 “ Fo" (Buddha) from 
his Irresistible good nature, which knew no . 
change. Mr. Fitz-Gibbon will be alncerely. 
regretted by a large circle of irtenda throughout 
China and by none moreso than the happy 
circle in Amoy of which. a few years ago be

On the night of 26th of June, heavy rain began 
to fall; such ralo as we usually pent at the end 
of July or begloning of August. This raln con- 
Houed with few interruptions for a week, Slnce 
then up to the present we have never bad two 
completely dry days, and rarely one whole day, 
The first week's rain flooded the region west of 
the town of Newchwang (proper) where the 
Mongol and Manchorlan affisents of the Liao 
meet, Since then the flooded country has 
fmmensely extended, The price of millet, the 
food of the poor, has jumped up to 43 per cent. 
beyond what it was a month ago; ft Is at pre- 
sent not much short of the prices of former 
famine years, The Chinese hoped for fair 
weather with the change of moon. That hope 
wae not realised, for tha heaviest rains fell slnce. 
Fortunately an occastonal day's spell gives the 
water time to flow off, else the whole country 
would have been flooded, The current fs so 
strong: that our ferry boats at times dare not 
cross it. 

Before the thorough washing of streets, ponds, 
and gutters by this long continued rain, we had 
not a few cases of cholera, The early fall of rain 
washed away the microbes, so the epidemic wan 
stopped before It got a firm hold.
